der a bed,
With plstols drawn, the pollce went to
the third tloor. They knew the fugltive
had one shot left, and took no chances.
Three plstols were poked under the bed
and Lleutenant Myers ordered his man to
crawl out, He did so, n badly crumpled,
dust-covered figure. But he still had the
Eun In his hand.
O'Mullln told & rambling story while en
route to the police station. He was highly
sxcited and Intoherent, and muttered psser-
tions that the gang had been “laying” for
him because of & row over a woman whose
name the police have been unnble to lenrn,
He declared that the fist flght and subse-
quent shooting were the cllmax of an
argument over the Irlah rebellion.
